A little bran, with 
other aud more substantial articles of food, 
may, however, bo occasionally given with 
idrantago, but always taking care not to 
cprl if. in mmntities to give rise to looseness 
tf tho bowels, nor bo counted to the poor 
jiorse as so much other solid food, for. in 
loiug so you not only deceive yourself but 
cheat your horse.

nany mornings; let it heal of itself; aud by 
hat time tho wen is off and your cow will 
oso neither milk nor flesh under treatment,

an old newspaper nud rub the flour off, and 
the tins will shine as well as if half nu hour 
had been spent in rubbing them with brick 
dust or powder, which .spoils the hands. 


To EEMOVE 
MILDEW.—"Wet the clolh 


which contains the mildew with salt water ; 
rub it wall with white soap, then surupe 
some fine soap to powder, aud nib it well 
into the cloth ; lay it out on th« grass" in the 
sunshine, watching it to hoop it dump with 
water. Kapent the process next day, nml in 
a few hours tho mildew will disappear. 


ApritE Fnuir CAKE.—One cup of dried ap- 


ples soaked over night, then steamed until 
soft; put into them one cup of mol»sK«s 
and simmer them slowly until well coykt-d ; 
when cool, add one egg, half cup of su#nr, 
half cup of butter, half cup of milk, two nnd 
& half cups of flour, tonspooiiful of soda, 
half teaspoouful of crenm tnrtiir, and npico. 


PRESEitviNO VINEGAR. —Cork it up iu f^lass 


bottles, Ret them into n kettle with hay or 
straw under or about them to prevent them 
from knocking together; iill up with cold 
water. When it boils, tako out the kettle 
and lot the bottle stand until it i-a cold. 
Vinegar thus prepared uovor loses its virtue 
though kept [or years; aud if used fur pack- 
ing will never mold. 


GOOD CORN MEAL PUDDING.—Stir sifted 


meal into scalding skim milk, till it is thick 
as gruel, nnd, when cool, add ginger, cinna- 
mon, nutmeg, salt and sweetening to suit 
tho taste, and n little fine cut apple. 
It 


should bake nu hour or morn, according to 
size. This is n good pudding ; and is the 
cheapest nnd most wholesome food that ti 
family can live on. 


To KEMOVE STAINS FROM BROADCLOTH. — 


Take ono ounco of pipe clay, that has beon 
ground fine, nnd mix it with twolva drops of 
alcohol,aud tho eamo quantity of turpentine. 
Whenever you wish to reuiovo niiy .stums 
from cloth, moisten n little of this mixture 
nnd rub it on the spots. 
Let it remain till 


dry, then rub it off with n woolen cloth, and 
the spots will disappear.

ter of n pound oT butler i-.ilo a pound of 
flour; then add a tablespoouful of good 
yeast, and break iu one egg.

GOOD RECEIPT FOR CITRON PRCSERVES.— 


Prepare tho rind,cut in nuy form you de.sirc: 
boil very hard for thirty or forty minutes in 
strong alum water; take them from the wnter 
and put into clear .cold water; allow them to 
stnud over night; in the morning change 
the water, nnd put them to boil; let them 
cook until they hnvo entirely changed color 
and arc quite soft; 
then make the syrup, 


one pound nnd a half white sugar to ono 
pound of fruit; then add the fruit, which 
needs but little more cooking. Use mace, 
ginger, or lemon, as suits tbo taste. 


To POLISH CUFFS AND SHIIIT FKONT;;.— 


Procure at the hardware storn n polishing 
iron, that with a bulge at both ends is tho 
best and will cost $1. Iron tho linen ns 
usual, then place it on a board, pass ndamp 
cloth over tho linen and rub with tlie polish- 
ing iron until tho desired degree of glossi- 
ness is obtained.

Gum nrabii' 
dissolved nnd added in small quantities to 
tho starch improves it; n lump of sugar i.^ 
almost (is good, nnd sn is sperm, or sonp, or 
butter, tr white wax. 


CIDER VINEGAR.—Expose n largo surface 


of the cider to the action of tho atmosphere, 
it will turn rapidly to vinegar, for instance, 
if tho cider is put into buckets or tubs iu 
tho sun, nnd a mosquito netting is Inid over 
tho top of it so that tho flics will not touch 
it, <ind shield it also from rain by boards, in 
throe or four weeks you will have strong 
vinegar. The larger the mirfnco exposed to 
tha'ftir tho sooner tho fcrmentntion will take 
placo mid vinogar bo formed. Place a 
bucket of cider behind a cooking-stOTO con- 
stantly in UBO, nnd you will soon Imvo vino- 
sar. Warmth nnd air nro nil that nro need- 
ful.

Continue to add th 
component parts of the dish in this orde 
until it is full, taking care that the brea< 
aud butter form a top layer, which, when 
nicely browned in a. properly heated oveu 
gives a most inviting appearance to the 
whole. This dish is frequently spoiled by 
too largo a proportion of bread, as if the 
cooks understood. HR perfectly tho relativ 
value of oystov^i aud bread as marketmon dt 
that of butter and salt.
